The text of the message was given but without comment in 


the same manner as were the messages of Count Luxburg, Ger- 
man minister to Argentine, which have disrupted relations be- 
tween Argentine and Germany, and the letter of German Min- 
ister von Eckhardt in Mexico City, recently made public. 


The message dated January 22, 1917, follpwe":
